Note: Verestchagin, the best known of Russian artists of the 19th Century, was born 
in a small Russian town, the son of a wealthy family, and studied in Petrograd under 
Beidemann and in Paris under Gerome. He spent the better part of his life traveling over 
Europe, the Near and the Far East, and exhibited with great success in all important art 
centers, but also aroused much criticism. Verestchagin used to call himself ‘‘an apostle of 
peace,’ and joined the Russian armies in the Russo-Turkish War of 1878 in order to 
gather documents for his “‘guerre ala guerre’. He again went with the Russian army to the 
Far East during the Russo-Japanese War to paint battle scenes and important personages. 
He met death when the warship he was on was sunk by the Japanese.
